Many 
business houses are closed out of re- 
spect for the dead and more than for- 
ty private homes are darkened und in 
mourning. Tho wreck victims of y«i 
terrlny will prohnlily not bo tho only 
ones or tho most to bo pitied as al- 
ready cases of total losses of mind as 
a result of the shock when told of 
loss of loved ones have occurred. Citi- 
zens joined In one immense funeral 
procession, 
winding 
unceasingly 


from one morgue to the other.

With reference to the constitution 


of a special admiralty prize court at 
tho Russinni capital to reconsider the 
case of the British steamer Knight 
Commander, announced in the As^o- 
ciated Press dispatches from St. Pe- 
tersburg Inst night, the British offi- 
cials are confident that it will re- 
verse tho decision of the prize court 
at Vladivostok. They maintain that 
the decision declaring- the steamer 
to be a lawful prize was not justified 
by International law and that what- 
ever the vessel carried, Admiral Jes- 
sen had no right to sink her. Great 
Britain will not accept a settlement 
merely by tho payment of a inoiis- 
tary indemnity, but insists that a 
broad principle shall be established. 
This Russia cannot ntlmit at this 
moment liv view of the finding of the 
Vladivostok court, but if the new 
court declares, as the British gov- 
ernment anticipates, that interna- 
tional law did not justify the sini- 
ng of a neutral ship, then the ques-

the debt was reduced from ?7,fi20.- 
615.12 on October 15, .1895. to $2.437,- 
G15.12 on October 31, 1003, chiefly by 
payments from 
the sinking fund. 


The democratic legislature of 1893 
made provision for an annual sink- 
Ing fund tax of 3 cents, which has 
been levied ever since, and the funds 
raised by this* tnx in the eight yearn 
were SI, 157.070.00. 
This fund 
as 


provided by the law of 1893 can be 
used for no other purpose than the 
payment of the principal of the state 
debt. Under the same law there was 
applied to the payment of the debt. 
in 1JI02, the sum of $026,859.20, re- 
cctvcid from the national government 
on the state's old war claim. 
The 


republican party Is entitled only to 
the credit of paying In these eight 
years the remaining1 fl,200,060.14, thnt 
was paid out. of the current revenues 
In thnt period, or nn average of 5161,- 
257.52 per year. 


PAID BY MATTHEWS. 


Tint In Ihe three years preceding 


this period, under Governor Mat1 
thews, there was paid out of the cur- 
rent revenues J729.6I8.51 of the prin- 
cipal of the state debt, in addition to 
what was paid from the sinking fund, 
or an annual average of $243,206.17. 
And during these three years the 
average annual Interest payment was 
$250.055, while In the eight years of 
republican control, owing to the re- 
duction of the debt under the demo- 
cratic tax law of 1801 nnd the sink- 
ing fund law of 1S93, the average an- 
nual Interest payment has been only 
§158,555. In other words, the pay-

ment of debt and interest out of cur- 
rent revenues was $184.445,63 greater
